real breakthrough in the problem 
posed by the electric storage bat- 
tery— and until there is such a 
breakthrough no electric car is 
going to replace the gasoline 
vehicle for general purposes. 


The Humble magazine does 


make one point I hadn't con- 
sidered. It reports that if elec- 
tric automobiles did actually re- 
place the gas-powered variety the 
electric power required to charge 
mobile batteries would be 50 per 
cent more than the present total 
output of the U.S. electric in- 
dustry. But in view of the elec- 
tric car's other shortcomings 
this handicap is purely hypotheti- 
cal.Here's what's wrong with the 
electric car in 1967, just as in 
1900: 


The electric storage battery is 


heavy and expensive, has to be 
replaced several times in the life 
of the car, has limited accelera- 
tion and speed, and- worst of 
all- has almost no driving range 
compared to the gas-power auto. 


The 1900 brand electric car

Can Be Helped 


Mentally retarded children can 


be helped. While these children 
may seem hopeless to many, 
care, concern and patience has 
produced very encouraging re- 
sults. The Arkansas Children's 
Colony is proof of this. Each 
year many children are discharg- 
ed from the Colony, able to walk 
or talk better than when they en- 
tered. Some are able to take their 
place within their own family, as 
a person who is no longer a com- 
plete burden. He may now be 
able to talk, to learn limited 
things, to perform simple house- 
hold tasks. The child has develop- 
ed pride and is eager to take his 
place. In many Instances retarded 
children in the Colony have even 
been taught a trade and then re- 
turn home as a working, earn- 
ing young adult who makes his 
way in society. The Arkansas 
Children's Colony can only ac- 
comodate 10 percent of the states 
retarded children. How about the 
other 90 percent, many of whom, 
are here In Southwest Arkansas? 
They and their parents need help ; 
,. .special classes, speech train- 
ing and physical therapy are a 
few of the things other communi- 
ties are doing on the local level 
and It can be done here If only 
we will snow we care by aiding 
with the formation of a strong 
local chapter.
